minutes of previous meetings held in both Open and 
Executive Sessions, then revisited their discussion from 
the last meeting as to approving liquor store openings on 
Sunday within Marion under a recent change in state law. 
Upon a written request from the owners, the board 
unanimously voted to grant permission for Sunday sales 
to the Marion Country Package Store, 311 Wareham Road, 
with Sunday hours set as no earlier than 12:00 noon and 
no later than 11:00 pm. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with John Crosby of the 
Marion Landfill Task Force and Christine LeBlanc of East 
Coast Engineering to discuss plans for the eventual 
closing and capping of the landfill. Mr. Crosby said that 
they have settled on unanimously recommending the 
town enter into an agreement with Cashman Contractors 
to close and cap the facility, at no direct cost to the town. 

"There will be no cost to the town for the capping 
of the landfill ... but there may or may not be additional 
costs for monitoring (after closure),'' Chairman Jeffrey 
cautioned. 'T just want to make that clear on the record.'' 

'Tt was simply a matter of the volume we'd be 
willing to accept," Mr. Crosby said, confirming that there 
may be costs involved for monitoring the landfill after it is 
capped. "We initially planned to accept a certain amount 
of volume. In order to cover the rest of the town's costs, it 
means we don't have to accept ... a significant amount of 
(urban soil). We're going to take about 325,000 yards — 
originally we were talking 350,000 yards."

Ms. LeBlanc said the DEP has been working with 
the town for about three years to move the process along. 
"They wanted to enter into a consent order with the town 
... (which) allows two years for materials to come into the 
landfill and then one year for capping/' she said. "That's a 
three-year timeframe. Once that contract (with Cashman) 
is established we would go to DEP and start the consent 
order negotiations. I think by this spring we could start 
the machinery to do the clearing of the area ... and have 
materials come in as early as summer." 

Selectman Bryant expressed concern over the 
route and number of trucks coming into town. 

"The material will be coming out of Hingham — I 
think the primary route will be (Route) 105," Ms. LeBlanc 
said. 

"They Ve got 500,000 tons of soil from the south 
shore MBTA project (in Boston)," Mr. Crosby said. "The 
DEP has already said it is going (to Marion)." 

"I am delighted with the work this committee has 
done and I appreciate the high caliber of service that was 
done," Selectman Pierce said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
contract with the Cashman Company to cap the landfill. 

To that end, they also moved and unanimously 
voted the following with regards to their standing agree- 
ment with the Carver/Marion/Wareham Regional Refuse 
District (CMR): 

• To inform the CMR by written correspondence 
that effective May 31, 2004, or possibly sooner, the Town 
of Marion is prepared to deed in fee simple absolute, for a 
nominal charge, land suitable for the CMR to operate a 
transfer station, said land located in proximity to the 
CMR's current operation.

TRAINING YOUR PUPPY 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as their own room, 
not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing at night 
after being walked and is taken outside the first thing in the 
morning. After each meal the pup goes outside to the same spot 
with adult supervision and receives praise after elimination. 
The pup should stay in his crate during the day when he is not 
interacting with family members. He should go outside every 
30-60 minutes when he is free in the house. Most dogs are 
housebroken by 6 months. 

^Nhen can I start teaching him tricks? 

Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 minutes, 
10-30 times daily. Start with "come, sit, stay'' and then add 
other tricks as you desire. Heel is important with a large breed 
pup. If the dog walks ahead of you on a leash, turn around and 
start walking in the opposite direction. Praise the pup con- 
stantly when he/ she is walking without pulling.

BUY-DOWN HAZARDS 



Buy-downs are designed for 
buyers who are having trouble 
qualifying for a mortgage, but 
expect their income to increase 
over time. Typically, the 
developer or seller will 
contribute a lump sum to a 
fund that is used, literally to 
''buy down'' the mortgage rate. 

Let's say you can't afford the 
payments at 12%, but can afford 
a 9% loan. So the bank qualifes 
you at 9% and every month 
withdraws enough money from 
the buy-down account to cover 
the difference between your 
payment (based on 9%) and 
what it should be at the market 



rate (12% in this example). The 
advantage is that you get to buy 
the house. The disadvantage is, 
the buy-down lasts only until 
the funds are exhausted 
(usually somewhere between 1 
and 3 years). Then the rate pops 
up to 14%. 

Unfortunately, life doesn't 
always go as planned. Income 
growth may be slower than 
expected. If you are considering 
a buy-down, make sure you 
know the risks as well as the 
benefits involved.

Rochester Historical Society 

2003 ended a 34-year-search for the right home 
for the Rochester Historical Society, when the parishioners 
of the East Rochester Church offered its building to the 
society. The 146-year-old building was in very good 
condition; its parishioners had cared for it well. But it was 
time to move on and give the structure a new life.

Threepenny At Tabor 

When Bertolt Brecht and Kurt Weill's Threepenny 
Opera, a variation on John Gay's The Beggar's Opera (1728) 
opened in Berlin in 1928, it quickly became the most 
popular play of the Weimar Republic. Much has been 
written about Brecht's evolving "epic theater" of alien- 
ation as well as of his intent in writing the show. While 
some feel that the play attacks the provisional govern- 
ment in Germany, others see it as an attack on the bour- 
geois class and their traditional values such as Wagnerian 
opera. Most agree, however, that the play is a bitter 
indictment of capitalism which places business and profit 
above all human relationships. Indeed, no loyalties exist 
in the play between husband and wife, parent and child, 
brother and brother. 

The play is set in London and revolves around 
several locales: Peachum's shop where the proprietor and 
his wife train beggars to be money-makers, Mac's hideout 
where he rules the criminal element in Soho, and the 
streets themselves which are peopled with paupers and 
prostitutes. Peachum and Mac fight over Peachum's 
daughter, Polly, who slips away and marries Mac. In an 
attempt to dethrone Mac, the Peachums convince a

prostitute, one who carries his baby, to accept money and 
turn him in whereupon Polly takes over Mac's gang. By 
the play's end, however, Mac is pardoned and disorder is 
restored. Through bleak irony and satire, Brecht shows his 
audience that they can turn off the disadvantaged and 
tune out the poor world; his hope is that they will think 
about the play — rather than feel for its characters — and 
then change the nature of their society to promote greater 
equality. 

When it first opened, the play encountered many 
difficulties. Its female lead was two weeks late returning 
from her husband's funeral, and her replacement had to 
learn the show in four days. A third lead came down with 
appendicitis. Yet another refused to sing her signature 
song. Names were left off the program, the debut was 
thought to be 45 minutes too long, and no one in the 
audience responded to the show until the "Cannon Song" 
of the second act. In revising the script, which he was still 
doing during rehearsals, one of the last numbers Brecht 
added was the "Mack the Knife" overture, a song that 
became popular once again in the '50s. 

Tabor Academy in Marion will present Brecht's 
and Weill's masterpiece on Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day, February 19 - 21 at 7:30 pm in the Hoyt Performing 
Arts Center.

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Memory of Love

50 First Dates. Starring Adam Sandler and Drew 
Barrymore. Directed by Peter Segal. Running time: 96 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

A future as a romantic-comedy lead is Adam Sandler's for the 
asking, if he asks for it. Thirty-eight this year, Sandler must know 
he's getting a bit old for slob humor (even if his frequent confeder- 
ate Rob Schneider, who turned 40 last year, doesn't). His most 
appealing role in recent memory remains his good-hearted, gel- 
headed Robbie Hart in 1997's The Wedding Singer, in which Sandler 
struck offbeat sparks with Drew Barrymore. Well, no one could 
accuse Sandler of not doing what worked before; his new 50 First 
Dates both reteams him with Barrymore and opens, like The Wed- 
ding Singer, the day before Valentine's Day. 

50 First Dates has a near-fatal flaw, but most of it moves with 
a genial, lulling rhythm, taking its cue from its setting (Hawaii) and 
its soundtrack full of '80s hits recast as island melodies. Sandler is 
Henry Roth, a veterinarian at a Sea World-like park, administering 
remedies to penguins and dolphins and a dyspeptic walrus (the 
walrus is terrific, by the way). Awaiting breakfast in a diner new to 
him, he notices a radiant blonde — Lucy Whitmore (Barrymore) — 
building little houses out of her waffles. Henry has enough sense 
to be smitten by this detail, and the pair hit it off nicely. The next 
day, he sits across from her at the same diner and gets a cold brush- 
off. 

Lucy has the movie version of short-term memory loss — like 
Guy Pearce in Memento, she can't retain new memories. Every day 
is the same day for her, and she forgets it all the next morning, so 
Henry has to work that much harder for her love. He works in 
collaboration with Lucy's dad (Blake Clark) and doofus brother 
(Sean Astin, bulked up and lisping insecurely) to break Lucy's 
situation gently to her each morning; her dad and brother have 
been spending the past year making her believe that nothing has 
changed and that every day is the same day (which strikes me as 




a little creepy, but never mind — in any event, even if they were 
honest with her, she'd forget it the next morning). 

It's a neat premise, but maybe it would've worked better with 
a couple with a weaker rapport than Sandler and Barrymore. When 
they walk together mid-day, having built up enough familiarity to 
joke and mock-insult each other, they move and speak in tandem. 
This could be a magical screwball couple to brighten many other 
romantic comedies, but in 50 First Dates we keep getting pushed 
back to square one. It feels unnatural that their connection isn't 
allowed to build, and though it allows Sandler some moments of 
pathos, we really don't want to accept that Lucy doesn't remember 
Henry from day to day. The comedy has a built-in depressing 
subtext, and not everyone finds the idea of catastrophic memory 
loss all that funny. 

Still, the moments that Sandler and Barrymore can steal 
together are golden, and this might be the comic role Barrymore 
was born to play — her persona has always been built on flitting 
from one thing to the next while enjoying the ritual of her life. I 
won't mind a bit if these two reconvene every few years; as Sandler 
approaches forty and Barrymore closes in on thirty, they might 
turn into the millennial version of Astaire and Rogers — she gives 
him sex appeal, and he gives her a liberating lack of class. 50 First 
Dates isn't quite up to The Wedding Singer, with its lovelorn hopes 
spinning 'round like a record, but it makes Sandler into a hero of 
romantic perseverance and Barrymore into a glowing candle worth 
the chase.
